In a close city race, councilmen

pson received 103 votes and Dennis 
Sloan received 99. Challenger 
Larry Akers received 93 votes. 


There were a total of 164 voters in 
the city election. 

The Kirtland Community College 
millage request for a half mill in- 
crease was losing by a wide margin 
with most precinct results in. The 
talley showed 3142 no to 1973 yes 
with two precincts still left to 
report. 

In the Crawford AuSable School 
District, the request was defeated 
416 to 275. 

In precinct I, at the Grayling 
Middle School polling place, the 
vote was 302 no to 229 yes. 

In precinct Ii, at the Frederic 
Elementary polling place, the vote 
was 54 no to 22 yes. 

In precinct IJJ, at the Lovells 
Township Hall polling place, the 
vote was 60 no and 24 yes. 

The total number of voters was 
691 in the C-A School District. 

In the Gerrish-Higgins School 
District, the half-mill request was 
turned down 721 to 588. 

In the West Branch School 
District, the request was defeated 
508 to 371. 

In the Mio School District, the 
request was turned down 927 to 463. 
Mio had a record turnout of voters 
as the local school district also had 
a millage proposal on the ballot.

Beaver Creek Supports Georgia-Pacific Plant 


The Beaver Creek Township Board pass- 
ed a resolution Monday night supporting 
Georgia-Pacific plans to build a resin plant 
next to Weyerhaeuser. 

The vote was 5-0 with the entire board, 
Supervisor Cletis Spears, Clerk Florence 
Nelson, Treasurer Terry McGregor, Trus- 
tee Kathieen Mobarak, and Trustee Richard 
Johnson approving of the proposed plant. 

Spears, Nelson, MeGregor, Mobarak, plus 
Beaver Creek Fire Chief Ed Holtcamp and 
Crawford County Building and Zoning 
Director Bruce Jones visited a Georgia- 
Pacific plant in Louisville, Mississippi, and 
reported their findings to the public at a 
regular township meeting Monday night at 
the township hall. 

Mobarak said when she went down there 
she wasn’t going to vote for the proposed 
Beaver Creek plant, but the trip changed 
her mind. 

“TY asked well in excess of 500 questions 
while we were down there and I didn’t quit 
until I got an answer for each and every one 
of them,’’ Mobarak told an audience of 
about 30 persons at the Monday night meet- 
ing. 

“What I saw down there was a plant area 
that appeared clean, virtually odorless, 
noiseless, with pleasant working conditions 
for employees. There was good community 
participation from the plant as far as civic 


groups, the schools, and community in- 
volvement.” 

“Concerning the safety record ~ I mar- 
veled at the safety record, I really did.” 

“On the whole, I really believe we can’t 
stop industry, we truly can’t. But the best 
thing to do then is to be selective about the 
industry we do have in our area. Don’t allow 
anything here that’s going to cause us en- 
vironmental problems or any personal prob- 
lems. I truly believe from what I’ve seen 
that this plant can benefit our community,” 
said Mobarak. 

Florence Nelson said there was no odor 
from the Louisville resin operation and the 
plants and weeds surrounding the area were 
in good shape, Terry McGregor said the 
people in Louisville were very supportive of 
the Georgia-Pacific plant. 

In response to a question about the num- 
ber of fire calls to the Louisville plant, Fire 
Chief Holtcamp said there were no working 
fires in the 17 years of the plant operations. 
Only minor electrical motor fires were 
reported and the small fires were always 
under conirol before the fire department 
arrived. Holtcamp said the small fires were 
usually easily handled by 20-pound fire ex- 
tinguishers at the plant but the electrical 
fires still had to be reported to the fire 
department.

Georgia-Pacific Seeks $3 
Million in EDC Bonds 
For Pollution Controis 


Georgia-Pacific will seek $3 million in 
Crawford County Economic Development 
Corporation bonds for pollution control 
equipment at their proposed Beaver Creek 
Township plant. 

If the county economic development cor- 
poration sells the bonds for Georgia-Pacific, 
the interest rate is lower, saving Georgia- 
Pacific money. Economic development cor- 
poration bonds are more attractive to 
buyers because interest earned from them 
is tax-free. 

Georgia-Pacific is proposing to build a 
plant worth $8 million on a 16-acre parcel 
next to Weyerhaeuser. About $3 million of 
the $8 million total would be for pollution 
controls. Georgia-Pacific is only asking for 
economic development bonds for the pollu- 
tion controls. 

A public hearing on the economic develop- 
ment bonds will be held from:2 to 3 p.m. 
Tuesday, November 26th at the county 
courthouse. 

In other county news, The state Land 
Trust Fund Board turned down a request 


from Crawford County for money to buy the 
Wakeley Bridge site. The state Land Trust 
Fund Board told county commissioners that 
the county had a lease with Consumers 
Power for the land that did not expire for six 
or seven years, so the purchase request was . 
not as urgent as others. 


County treasurer Joe Wakeley sent a let- 
ter to the state board saying that if the 
county doesn’t buy the land now, Consumers 
Power may sell the land. After the county’s 
lease expires, the land may be owned by 
someone who decides not to let the public 
use it. 

The county already sent $2,000 to Con- 
sumers to hold the land in case they 
acquired funding through the state land 
trust fund. Commissioners are going to 
inquire to find out what happens to their 
$2,000 if they decide not to buy the land. The 
Ways and Means Committee will check into 
options for acquiring the land. 

The original offer price was $27,500 for the 
12-acre site near Wakeley Bridge.

The prophet Jeremiah 
said, ‘Because he slew me 
not from the womb; or that 
my mother might have been 
my grave, and her wornb to 
be always great with me.”

AMERICA’S REACTION to the most 
recent international terrorism incident 
may well cause more confusion than it 
clears up. At least, that’s one reaction that 
pops into mind from time to time. 

I share the general euphoria that en- 
veloped most of us when President Reagan 
ordered the mid-air intercept of the escape 
plane carrying the Mediterranean pirates 
to asylum. 

Most of us felt that after being em- 
barrassed time after time by the name- 
less, faceless terrorists around the world, 
and after promising time and again to 
somehow retaliate, finally...finally...we 
were able to do something. 

America is indeed a nation of doers, and 
not being able to do anything about 
situations that clearly called for action 
was almost as demeaning as the acts of 
terrorism themselves against America 
and her citizens. 

But no more. Finally we could act, and 
finally we did act, and finally every Amer- 
ican could hold up his/her head again. 

SOME COMMENTATORS likened 
America’s reaction to the mid-air capture 
of the Egyptian airliner to the same way 

we felt on V-J day when World War II 
finally ended. That’s stretching it quite a 
bit, but the idea is right. America could 
feel proud again. 

You just knew something was right when 
you got such usual critics as Michigan’s 
two liberal Democratic senators — Carl 
Levin and Donald Riegle — praising con- 
servative Republican President Ronald 
Reagan. 

“‘A sensational performance by the U.S. 
government and military,” crowed 
Senator Riegle, while Senator Levin offer- 
ed: “It feels damn good to be able to 
respond to a terrorist attack on innocent 


- American civilians and to bring these 


terrorists to justice.” 
Reaction in this country was generally 


' positive, which by itself was reason to 


rejoice. It’s been quite a spell since we’ve 
been able to present a united front — well, 
almost united, anyway — about any in- 
cident of national or international 
moment. 

Reaction around the globe was mixed. 
America was praised by Russia and con- 


demned by Egypt. Oh pide you take your

The head of the House Conservation and 
Environment Committee has proposed a

Both proposals are in contrast to a pro- 


} posal issued earlier by the Natural 
_ Resources Commission which would in- 


crease license fees, require the state 
general fund to reimburse the game and 
fish fund from both local property taxes 
and senior citizen license discounts, and 
creates a game and fish trust fund which 
would be financed by oil, gas, and timber 
revenues. 


Representatives Thomas Scott (D-F lint) 
unveiled his proposal before his Conser- 
vation and Environment Committee. 

That proposal creates lifetime license 
fees which will be deposited in a lifetime 
license fee fund. Beginning October 1, 1987, 
that fund would deposit 50 percent of its in- 
terest and earnings into the game and fish 
fund. 

Scatt’s proposal also adopts the NRC’s 
annual license fee proposal beginning on 
April 1, 1987, but the inéreases would only 
be permitted if the Department of Natural 
Resources determined that the sale of life- 


' time licenses was unable to generate suffi- 
~ cient revenues to finance the game and 
fish fund. 


But Thomas Washington, execiitive 


' director of the MUCC, proposed a one-year 


increase in license fees that would raise 


nearly $5 million that would come close to 
' meeting a $5.1 million deficit in the game 


and fish fund. 

DNR officials have claimed a deficit of 
$6.7 million, but acceded that the actual 
deficit is $5.1 million, with the additional 
$1.6 million coming from the planned

bows wherever you can find them. 

BUT ALL IS not a bowl of cherries, 
either. Senator Levin, for example, tem- 
pered his praise of Mr. Reagan’s action 
with the caution that ‘‘we now have got to 
be prepared for the next terrorist attack on 
us. It will come. We must be ready for 
their retaliation.” 

So the scene is set for the next chapter of 
international point and counterpoint. The 
difference this time, of course, is that 
America was able to provide a counter- 
point for a change. Until now, it has only 
been Israel which has been providing any 
sort of retaliation and counter to the con- 
tinuing terrorism world wide. 

Can we expect that America’s bold 
action will stall future terrorism? Will it 
cause our enemies who have been kid- 
napping and murdering and bombing and 
hijacking to stop and consider the conse- 
quences, now that they know America has 
the will to react, if there is a way to react? 

Unfortunately, it’s not likely. The under- 
lying causes of terrorism in the Middle 
Hast at any rate, seem to lie much deeper 
than one hijacking of a luxury liner and 
one military interception of an escape 
plane and one murder of an elderly Ameri- 
can invalid. 


LISTEN TO THE caution sounded in a 
newspaper interview by Michigan State 
University professor Fauzi Najjar, an ex- 
pert on the Middle East. 

“I anticipate more violence in the Mid- 
dle East against Americans and American 
property,” the professor said. 

“The violence will end only when we end 
the problem of the Palestinians establish- 
ing a homeland of their own. So long as 
Palestinians are refugees and not put into 
a country of their own, the violence will 
continue.” 

That’s a disheartening prospect, but 
Professor Najjar may well be correct. 

Straightening out the homeland prob- 
lems in the Middle East is a genuine, sin- 
cere problem that has taken centuries to 
develop and could well take centuries 
more to correct — if it can be corrected at 
all. 

If that really is the key to ending the 
current wave of internationalism, then we 
are in for much more of the same.

Pollack Proposes Environmental 
Enforcement Package 
Jail terms for persons who purposely 
pollute water or air would be imposed un- 
der a six-bill environmental enforcement 


package proposed recently by Senator 


Lana Pollack (D-Ann Arbor). 

Besides criminal penalties, the package 
would also increase civil fines that are 
already used against polluters and give the 
Department of Natural Resources more 
authority to halt pollution. 

“Responsible businesses and taxpayers 
should not have to bear the costs for clean- 
ing up pollution sites that resulted from 
unethical persons or companies making a 
fast dollar while consciously breaking the 
law,” Pollack said. 

She noted the federal government has 
just begun to send persons to jail for pollu- 
tion actions, citing a case of a company 
executive in Missouri who filed false infor- 
mation for obtaining a water discharge 
permit. The criminal penalties for 
reckless disregard in poisoning water and 
air would be in the Penal Code. 

The legislation would amend the Solid 
Waste Management, Hazardous Waste 
Management, Air Pollution, and Water 
Resources Commission Acts to provide 
civil penalties of up to $25,000 per day; to 
permit the Department of Natural 
Resources to issue administrative fines of 
at least $100 per day for license reporting 
violations and $1,000-$5,000 per day for 
other permit and license violations, but 
excluding failure to report a pollution in- 
cident, and credit those fines to programs 
to clean up hazardeus waste sites and air 
and water monitoring expenses; and 
authorize the DNR to summarily suspend 
a permit or license in cases where vio- 
lations pose an imminent risk to public 
health or environment. 

The package would also amend the En- 
vironmental Response Act to make 
polluters liable for their share of damages 
at a pollution site, and establish triple 
damages for evaluation and restoration of 
a site if a company does not cooperate with 
the DNR,

Why Seek Early Prenatal Care? 


(First of a 3-Part Serles) 

This is the first article of a 
three-part series offer in 
conjunction with your local 
health departments to create 
a greater public awareness 
of the need for prenatal care. 
In the second article, Dr. 
Richard McMurray, Presi- 
dent of the Michigan State 
Medical Society and a prac- 
ticing OB/GYN, will be in- 
terviewed regarding what a 
woman can do during her 
pregnancy to help insure the 


birth of a healthy baby. The — 


third article will look at an 
actual case where early pre- 
natal intervention may have 
played a positive role in the 
outcome of a woman’s preg- 
nancy. 

Women have been having 
babies since the beginning of 
time, and yet it still never 
ceases to be a special event. 
It has only been in recent 


decades, however, that the ~ 


significance and importance 
of early and regular prenatal 
care have been emphasized. 
Early and regular prenatal 
care are beneficial for the 
health of the pregnant 
woman and baby. It has been 
known to reduce the risks of 
diseases, low birth weight, 
and infant mortality, A num- 
ber of birth defects can also 
be diagnosed or completely 
corrected prenatally. In ad- 
dition, good prenatal care of- 
fers the woman emotional 
and educational support dur- 
ing this very special time, 
increasing the probability 
that her pregnancy and birth 
experience will not only be 
one which is safe, but one 
which will be rewarding and 
satisfying. 

The need for greater 
public awareness of the im- 
portance of early and 
regular prenatal care is 
evident in the fact that an 
estimated 40% of the preg- 
nant women in Michigan are 


_not receiving the recom- 


mended number of prenatal 
visits outlined by the Amer- 
ican College of Obstetricians 
and Gynecologists. Lack of 
prenatal care is directly 
associated with infant mor- 
tality rates, and Michigan’s 
infant mortality rate in 1983 
(the latest official figures 
available) of 13.2 deaths per 
1,000 live births was higher 
than that for the entire 
United States (12.8). A 
woman with an uncompli- 
cated pregnancy should 
have prenatal visits at least 
every four weeks for the 
first 28 weeks of pregnancy, 
every two weeks until the 
36th week, and weekly there- 
after. 

Although there are many 
reasons a woman may not 
seek prenatal care, the two 
most prevalent reasons have 
to do with economics and at- 
titudes. Michigan continues 
to experience a high rate of 
unemployment, leaving 
many women without finan- 
cial resources for prenatal 
care. And women who have 
experienced several normal 
pregnancies may see no 
need to seek early prenatal 
eare. Many health depart- 
ments are attempting to 
combat these barriers by 
working closely with physi- 
cians and other agencies to 
assure that prenatal care is 
accessible and the impor- 
tance of it is understood. 

Most women are healthy 
throughout their pregnancy 
and give birth to a healthy 
baby. However, approxi- 
mately 15% of all pregnant 
women are at risk due to 
complications of pregnancy 
from health problems such 
as diabetes, hypertension, 


‘ heart disease, or kidney 


disease. Poor nutritional or 
exercise habits, smoking, 


and the misuse of alcohol 
and drugs during pregnancy 
also put the mother and baby 
at risk. Many of these fac- 
tors can contribute to low 
birth weight (5% pounds or 
less at birth), which is asso- 
ciated with more than 2/3 of 
all infant deaths. And yet, 
80% of all women at risk of 
having low birth weight in- 
fants can be identified early 
in pregnancy. Given no pre- 
natal care, an expectant 
mother is three times as 
likely to have a low birth 
weight baby. 

The benefits of early and 
regular prenatal care go fur- 
ther than impacting on the 
health and well-being of the 
mother and baby. There are 
long-term financial implica- 
tions which cannot be over- 
looked. Most infants 


requiring intensive care are 
premature or of low birth

Clearly the importance of 
prenatal care cannot be 
over-estimated. Public 
health departments, as well 
as private health care pro- 
viders, are concerned about 
the number of women who do 
not seek early prenatal care. 
If you are pregnant, but are 
hesitating to seek care for 
any reason, your local health 
department has a_ profes- 
sional staff trained to coun- 
sel you on the options of pre- 
natal care available to you in 
your area.

Doodles From 
The Tall Timber 


By Wendell L. Hoover 


The hillside across from 
the office isn’t nearly as 
pretty as it was a week ago, 
although the few Quaking 
Aspen there are a brillant 
yellow. The maple and birch 
are bare of leaves as they 
will be until snow melt time. 
The oaks still have their 
leaves, but they have 
changed from a_ reddish- 
brown to a plain brown. The 
oaks will retain most of their 
leaves until spring. Most of 
the oaks on that hillside are 
Red Oak and on good soil, 
they can attain a height of 
seventy feet and a trunk 
diameter up to three feet. 
The range for this tree is 
quite extensive, covering 
most of the eastern United 
States. 

The leaves of the Red Oak 
are five to eight inches long 
and four to five inches wide, 
with seven to eleven pointed, 
toothed lobes separated by 
regular sinuses that extend 
halfway to the midrib. The 
latin name is Quercus 
borealis maxima. The 
borealis part refers to the 
northern range of the 
species, the maxima part 
distinguished this particular 
oak and its acorn as the 
biggest in the Black Oak 


group; and the Quercus part 


is an ancient latin term 
meaning “‘beautiful tree.”’ . 

The flowers are fertilized 
by windborne pollen from 
neighboring trees and it 
takes two years to mature 
into the reddish-brown 
acorns, an inch or more long, 
but only a little less in diam- 
ter. The wood is strong, close 
grained and a light reddish- 
brown in.color. A cubic foot 
of this wood weighs forty- 
five pounds when air dry. It 
has several uses including 
flooring, furniture, railroad 
ties and fuel. The Red Oak 
reproduces itself by stump 
sprouts or seeds.

And be it a good day for ya, 
darlin’. Have you ever heard 
of Guarana? I came across 
the name and did a little 
research. Listen to this, 
would you? 

Guarana is a shrub grown 
in South America and used 
principally by the Guaramis 
Indian tribe for its strong 
caffeine and _ chocolate 
flavor. Guarana contains 
more caffeine than any other 
plant in the vegetable king- 
dom. To be exact it contains 
2.5 to 5 per cent caffeine 


compared to 0.5 to 2 per cent. 


in coffee and 1 to 5 per cent in 
tea. (And you thought tea 
was a sissy drink. ) 

The Guarana seeds are 
ground up with water and 
Cassava flour and molded 
into rolls or cakes, then dried 
over a fire of aromatic, 
resinous branches, kept 
smouldering from 30 to 60 
hours in a drying shed, 
filling the compartment with 
fragrant smoke. The rolls 
are broken into irregular 
fractures, have a bitter like 
chocolate taste without its 
oiliness, yet astringent 
tasting as well. It swells up 
and partially dissolves in 
water. 

According to my herbal 
encyclopedia the main con- 
stituent of Guarana Seeds is 
a crystallizable principle, 
called guaranine, identical 
with caffeine, along with 
tannic acid.

I knew Morning 
Thunder tea has more caf- 
feine than coffee, but I never 
knew about Guarana. Take 
head, darlin’, and take a 
closer look at that tea your 
friend offers you the next 
time.

Timber 
Threatened 


By Tax Reform 


Washington — ‘“The threat 
to the timber industry posed 
by plans for tax reform is 
very serious,’’ said Con- 
gressman Bill Schuette, as 
he took issue with a letter 
sent to him from Ways and 
Means Committee chair- 
man, Dan Rostenkowski. 

‘Recently, I wrote to 
Chairman Rostenkowski out- 
lining my objections to tax 
reform proposals as they 
would affect timber owners 
and those who work in the 
timber industry,” said Con- 
gressman Schuette. “It ap- 
pears that they would be 
singied out for particularly 
unique and harsh treatment, 
such as the repeal of timber 
capital gains taxation, 
capitalizing timber manage- 
ment expenses rather than 
deducting them and repeal 
of the special reforestation 
incentive for small timber 
owners. I oppose each of 
these misguided proposals.’ 

Responding to Congress- 
man Schuette’s objections, 
Chairman Rostenkowski 
said, “‘...if the Congress is to 
accomplish true widespread 
reform, we all have to accept 
the fact that many existing 
preferences will have to be 
eliminated or moderated... 
the Committee will be 
analyzing alternative 
suggestions of those who 
continue to support retention 
of certain tax incentives.” 

“The Ways and Means 
chairman is misinformed if 
he believes that tax reform 
requires the destruction of 
our timber industry,” said 
Congressman Schuette. ‘If 
we allow our timber opera- 
tions in Michigan and across 
the nation to go under in the 
name of ‘tax reform,’ we will 
be putting a lot of people out 
of work and eroding a sector 
of our economy we simply 
can't do without. 

“T will do all in my power 
to insure that any new tax 
bill treats timber in a fair 
and even-handed manner,” 

pledged Congressman 
Schuette.

CONSERVATION SURCHARGES 


In Case No. U-5451, Michigan Consolidated Gas 


Company (MichCon) was authorized by the Michigan 
Public Service Commission (Commission) to engage in 
its Interest Free Financing (FF Program) for the con- 
servation of natural gas pursuant to 1978 PA 211 and 


the Commission's Residential Conservation Standards, 


R 460.2401 et seq. MichCon was also authorized by the 
Commission in Case No. U-6743 to implement a conser- 
vation program pursuant to the Michigan Residential 
Conservation Service Plan (RCS Program) to offer certain 
specific energy conservation services to its residential! 
customers. Under the RCS Program, MichCon recovers 
the costs associated with the program by a separate 
uniform surcharge included in the price of every metered 
unit of gas sold regardiess of the amount of gas con- 
sumed by a customer. The costs associated with the IFF 
Program are recovered through a surcharge which was 
included in general utility rates but now only included 
with residential rates. Also under each of MichCon’s 
above-referenced conservation programs, comprehensive 
reconciliation proceedings have been established to 
enable the Commission to adjust, as necessary, the 
actual costs with surcharge revenues for the preceding 
surcharge periods and establish new surcharges for the 
ensuing 12 months. In each case the revised surcharge 
is netted against any overage or underage for the past 
surcharge period. 

By Commission Orders issued November 16, 1982, 
December 6, 1983 and March 5, 1985, in annual sur- 
charge reconciliation proceedings, revised surcharges 
were placed in effect for MichCon’s RCS and IFF Pro- 
grams. The surcharges presently in effect amount to 
$.00154 per Cef (or $.00151 per therm) for the RCS 
Program and $.00076 per Cef for the IFF Program. 

On August 30, 1985, MichCon filed its application 
in Case Nos. U-5451-R (1985) and U-6743-R (1985), 
requesting authority for reconciliation and adjustment 
of its surcharges under its IFF and RCS Programs. 
MichCon represents that, if approved, the surcharge 
revisions sought would result in a .04¢ per Cef decrease 
in total conservation surcharges paid by customers 
purchasing under rate schedules 2, 3 and 3A, and a 
.05¢ per Cef decrease in the RCS surcharge paid by all 
other rate schedule customers, In addition to the applt- 
cation, MichCon filed consolidated written testimony 
and exhibits in support of the following: 

CASE NO. U-6743-R (1985) 

Under the RCS Program MichCon represents that 
Program revenues in excess of Program costs were 
$549,894 as of the end of June 1985. MichCon further 
represents that estimated Program costs of the 12 months 
ending June 1986 will total $3,826,000 and estimated 
audit revenues will be $156,000. 

MichCon estimates that reveritie recorded prior io a 
proposed implementation of a revised surcharge in 
January 1986, will total $1,442,000. Based on estimated 
rate schedule sales of natural gas of 161.2 Bef for the 
period from January through June 1986, MichCon 
requests that the Commission authorize and approve 
a surcharge of .104¢ per Ccf (.102¢ per therm) com- 
mencing in the January 1986 billing cycle, therefore 
enabling MichCon to recover estimated Program costs 
for the Program year ending June 30, 1986, net of ail 
previously overrecovered Program costs.

For many years, the only 
law which addressed the 
problem of a loaded or un- 
cased gun in a vehicle of any 
sort was the Game Law 
(MCLA 312.10). A problem 
arose when the persons in- 
volved were committing a 
crime not related to the 
Game Law. 

This loophole was closed 
with the passage of Act 103, 
P.A, 1981 (MCLA 750.227c 
and 227d), which went into 
effect on April 1, 1982. 

The new law provides a 
two-year, $2,500 maximum 
penalty for transporting or 
possessing a loaded firearm 
under certain conditions. 
Transportation or possession 
of an unloaded firearm 
unless it is taken down, in a 
case, in the trunk or unac- 
cessible from the interior of 
the vehicle is punishable by 
imprisonment for not more 
than 90 days and a fine of not 
more than $100, or both, plus 
court costs. 

This law does not apply to 
a person in violation of the 
Game Law.
